M turing low-fat ground beef 


developed at Auburn, in all of its U.S. 
restaurants by the end of April. 

The burger is made from “AU Lean,” 
a low-fat, reduced-calorie ground beef 
developed by AU meat scientists Dale 
Huffman and W. Russell Egbert of the 


cDonald’s Corp. will offer the 


Department of Animal and Dairy Scien- 
ces. The pair developed AU Lean in a 
three-year research project supported by 
the National Livestock and Meat Board 
and the Alabama Cattlemen’s Associa- 
tion. 

McDonald’s, which usually test 
markets new menu items for several 
years, originally began testing the new 
product in 54 of its restaurants in 
Pennsylvania in November 1990. While 
the company does not release sales 
figures, the success of the McLean 
Deluxe is evidenced by the decision to 
go national with the product after only 
four months of testing. 

The new burger contains 310 calories 
and 10 grams of fat, according to 
McDonald's. Comparable McDonald's 
burgers contain 410 calories and 20.7 
grams of fat. Several other major fast-food 
restaurants and retail food chains have 
expressed interest in AU Lean, including 
Wendy's, Hardee’s, and Burger King. The 
AU ground beef is also being tested by 
the U.S. Department of Agriculture for 
use in the National School Lunch 
Program. 

AU Lean boasts 40 percent less fat and 
22-23 percent fewer calories than 
traditional ground beef. It contains small

Climb to ARL 
achieved a fourth straight 


A qualifying score toward mem- 


bership in the prestigious Association of 
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Research Libraries (ARL). The ARL is a 
grouping of the top research libraries in 
North America, including 107 academic 
libraries in the U.S. and Canada. 

University Librarian William Highfill 
was pleased with Auburn’s score, but 
adds that the push to gain ARL mem- 
bership is far from complete. “We've 
essentially completed the first phase of 
ARL review—the quantitative stage,” he 
said. “Now we move on to the qualitative 
stage. We're required to provide docu- 
mentation to ARL that we're a research 
library worthy of membership.” 

To reach the qualitative stage of ARL 
consideration, the library had to achieve 
a pre-determined score ona complicated 
formula for four consecutive years. 
Judging was based on total volumes 
held, number of volumes added annu- 
ally, total expenditures, number of serial 
subscriptions, and size of full-time staff. 

During the spring, the library staff will 
compile an in-depth self-study for further 
evaluation by the ARL’s Board of Direc- 
tors. Once the self-study is submitted, 
the ARL will appoint a membership 
committee to begin a formal evaluation 
of Auburn’s candidacy. At the earliest, 
a decision could be reached in October. 
Otherwise, ARL will take action in May 
1992. 


AU Institute to 
Redirect Role 
In SDI Program 


Auburn’s Space Power Institute is 
involved in the initial planning and 
design of changes in the nation’s 
Strategic Defense Initiative (SDI) which 
were prompted by the apparent end of 
the Cold War and recent events in the 
Persian Gulf. 

The course of international events has 
changed the strategic environment the 
U.S. faced in the 1980s when SDI was 
conceived, according to Institute Direc

tor Frank Rose. In light of the changes, 
President Bush has called for a new SDI 
strategy which will provide global 
protection against limited ballistic 
missile strikes, a threat vividly illustrated 
by Iraq’s SCUD missile attacks during the 
Gulf war. 

Rose, one of the architects of the 
original SDI power program, is working 
with the Strategic Defense Initiative 
Organization to outline the research 
strategy for developing the power 
technology required for the new stra- 
tegic defense system. 

The president directed the Depart 
ment of Defense to place priority on 
research and development related to the 
global protection system. With the Army 
Missile Command in Huntsville, a large 
share of new federal funds for the system 
will probably flow into Alabama. 

The Patriot missile system’s success in 
destroying Iraqi SCUDs in the Gulf

influenced the decision to redirect SDI, 
Rose said. The new SDI will start with 
an upgraded version of the Patriot, but 
will evolve into a final system that can 
be based in space, at sea, or on the 
ground to intercept small-scale missile 
attacks. It will also use space-and surface- 
based sensors to continuously monitor 
for ballistic missile launches. Strategic 
weapons satellites using directed energy 
beams, the backbone of the original SDI, 
will not be phased out but will more 
likely be put on hold, Rose added. 
Much of the current research at SPI, 
conducted by faculty in the Colleges of 
Engineering and Sciences and Mathe 
matics, is directed toward developing 
power systems for space applications 
and finding ways to protect materials 
from the harsh environment of space. 
“The power technology required for 
lasers and particle beam accelerators is 
also important in smaller de 


vices,” Rose

But on the bright side, Bernard says 
that several engineering disciplines, as 
well as graduates in accounting, market- 
ing, sciences, and health areas remain 
in demand 

‘Auburn has a good reputation and 
our recruiting hasn’t suffered as much 
as at most universities,” she said. “The 
companies that interview here let us 
know their thoughts on the students they 
meet, and we consistently hear that 
Auburn students are well prepared and 
make favorable 
interviews.”

Earlier this year, my mom sent my 
name in to the Alumnews as part of 
your Desert Storm Tigers program.

I am overwhelmed and deeply 
touched by your expressions of love, 
care, and support.

As a boy, I was brainwashed by my 
dad to go to Auburn. Being an Army 
brat and traveling extensively, I had 
never actually even been to Auburn.

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Here and There — 
An Afternoon in Smiths

On March 17 in the quiet confines of Smiths, 
Alabama, occurred two related events of signif- 
icance to many people who cherish the enduring 
influence of distinguished Auburn graduates and 
faculty members. In a program at the Mt. Zion 
United Methodist Church, the Arts and Humanities 
Center of Auburn University celebrated the lives 
and works of Caroline Lawson Ivey and Oliver 
Turner Ivey. After the program at the church, Laura 
McMillan Brice and Stevenson Brice, Jr., held an 
open house at Lawson Farms at the home in which 
Professor and Mrs. Ivey spent many productive 
years and inspired countless visitors from Auburn. 

The specific occasion for the special celebration 
of the Ivey family’s contributions to our Southern 
and human heritage was the University of Alabama 
Press re-publication of Caroline Lawson Ivey’s 
novel, The Family, Arts and Humanities Center 
Director Leah Rawls Atkins and others responsible 
for the program wisely expanded it to discuss 
another novel which Mrs. Ivey completed but 
never published and to review Professor Ivey's 
outstanding teaching career and his development 
of a widely acclaimed cultural approach to 
teaching history. 

In the formal program, Auburn Journalism 
Professor Jerry Elijah Brown, who wrote an 
introduction for the re-published edition, offered 
a trenchant analysis of The Family which further 
whetted my desire to procure a copy and read 
again this work that afforded me considerable 
pleasure several years ago. Auburn English 
Professor Bert Hitchcock provided an equally 
compelling review of Mrs. Ivey's unpublished 
novel, making me wish that this completed but 
untitled work might yet enter the public domain. 
And Auburn History Professor Curtis T. Henson 
presented a moving commentary on the life and 
achievements of Professor O.T. Ivey as a stimu- 
lating and creative teacher and as an uncompro- 
mising man of principle. 

After he discussed her competence in produc- 
ing a Southern novel of manners, Professor Brown 
commended Caroline Lawson Ivey for her display 
of honesty and integrity in her writing. And I 
considered that commendation high praise, 
remembering as Professor Brown spoke the 
dictum of Dr. Paul Haines: “...there is no literary 
Substitute for honesty.” Implicitly and explicitly 
the theme of intellectual, personal, and profes- 
Sional honesty occurred repeatedly as others 
Spoke of the Iveys’ lives and works. 


The open house at Lawson Farms served as a 
rewarding climax for the afternoon in Smiths. Steve 
Brice was a warm, congenial host. And hostess 
Laura Brice displayed some of the vibrant intensity 
which made her Uncle Turner Ivey an inspiring 
teacher and delightful conversationalist. The 
Presence of Laura and Steve and their son, Lawson, 
made many of us feel that the spirit of Turner 
and Caroline Ivey lives on in the familiar 
homestead at Lawson Farms, preserving with 
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appreciation memories of the best ofthe old South 
and facing undaunted the challenges of the new 
South.

I am inclined to 
believe that duplication of all these factors would 
tend to eliminate most of the harsh conflict 
occurring in many neighborhoods throughout the 
land.

The Wide World of Cars

People talk about- buying American. Good 
thought. But, to be realistic, how could you if 
you wanted to? You want some for instances? 
Uniroyal, which used to be good old U.S. Rubber. 
It's now owned by a French company. (That’s one 
other thing, besides making good wine, the French 
do well—tires. ) How about Firestone? Hey, Harvey 
Firestone was a close buddy to those other super 
Americans, Henry Ford and Thomas Edison. His 
company is now owned by the Japanese. (They 
do nearly everything well, probably even wine- 
making.) 


And the list could go on and on. But if you 
want to really get into a muddled area of 
nationalities, look at cars. You'll hear people say, 
“I ain't gonna buy one of them furrin things. I 
buy American.” Good luck. Let me give you a 
personal example. My son, whose much used 
car—a once very cute little foreign sports model— 
finally turned belly-up and refused to budge 
another inch, had to have some transportation. 
We looked around, shopping, I mean, strictly for 
price. 

Cheap is what we were looking for, something 
to tide him over till he could get that diploma 
and go out and make enough money to take care 
of his feeble parents. Since there wasn’t a handy 
Yugo dealer, what we came up with was a Ford 
Festiva, a bare one. Nothing extra. Transportation 
as basic as modern transportation can be. Ford: 
as intrinsically American as turnip greens. Right? 
Let’s see. The parts, as I understand it, came from 
America. But they were assembled in Korea. The 
original equipment tires are of the Yokohama 
brand, and all of the instructions, scattered around 
under the hood and elsewhere, are in English 
and (who knows why?) French. We're talking 
international. 

But that’s just one very small example. How 
many people know that the Mercury Tracer—ah, 
Mercury: there’s a good ole American brand if 
there ever was one—is made in Mexico. 

It gets perplexing enough, of course, just among 
our domestic models. It is generally known, I 
suppose, that a few models are known by a lot 
of different names. The big Ford, the Crown 
Victoria, is exactly the same car, except for minor 
grill and trim differences, as the Mercury Grand 
Marquis; just as the Sable is the same car as the 
Taurus, and the Topaz is the same thing as the 
Tempo. r 

Likewise, over at GM, the Buick Electra is the 
same as the Olds 98, the Buick LeSabre is the 
same as the Olds 88. And what GM really got 
the mileage out of, so to speak, was, for five or 
six years, the Chevrolet Celebrity-Pontiac 6000- 
Oldsmobile Cutlass Ciera-Buick Century, all the 
same car, except for trim. And those are only 
samples. Chrysler has the same kind of duplica- 
tion, different name tags on the same car, with 
slight differences in trim, of course. 

A few of us are old enough to remember when 
there was a difference in a Chevrolet pickup and

a GMC pickup; but that was a long, long time 
ago. 

But just recently, there has come into being 
a whole new kind of cloning—between totally 
different companies with special arrangements. 
Follow closely. 


The Colt name comes under both the Dodge 
and Plymouth banners, which is bewildering 
enough; but it—or both of them—is also 
essentially the same thing as the Mitsubishi Mirage. 
GM has a whole new division called Geo. One 
of Geo’s cars is called the Metro. If that name 
doesn’t suit you, you can get the same car made 
by Suzuki (if you can find a Suzuki car dealer). 
They call it the Swift. The Geo Prizm is the same 
car as the Toyota Corolla, the Geo Spectrum is 
the same car as the Isuzu I-Mark; the Mitsubishi 
Precis is the same as the Hyundai Excel...Mercy! 


Even among the muscle cars, the tire burners, 
the showoffs, there’s a lot of that. Brag on your 
Mazda M-6. Big deal. It’s essentially (and 
“essentially” is the key word all in here) the same 
car as the much ballyhooed Ford Probe. Plymouth 
Laser? Interchangeable parts with the Mitsubishi 
Eclipse. Etc. 

It makes a body look back with fondness at 
a time when a Ford was a Ford and a Chevy was 
a Chevy, and there was not the slightest chance, 
ever, of mistaking either one of them for anything 
else. 


Not so many years ago, the only foreign cars 
in this country of any significant numbers at all, 
were the Volkswagen from Germany and the 
Renault (we pronounced it that way) from France.

You expect Tristan and Isolde to be in 
the trunk) sold in this country are now made in 
Brazil and Mexico. 

But, on the other hand, a lot of Japanese Hondas 
and Nissans are built in this country.

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The Editor’s Column — 


War and Peace

I, along with most other Americans, stayed glued 
to my TV as the first loads of troops returned 
from the Persian Gulf to joyful receptions back 
home. In the soldiers’ eyes, there was happiness 
at being reunited with friends and family, relief 
in returning safe and sound, and an immense 
satisfaction in a job well done. 

In the coming months, there will be more 
homecomings, along with a great deal of hoopla 
and celebration surrounding the Allied military 
forces’ stunningly rapid victory over Iraq. It was 
a victory for American arms unprecedented in 
history—one that even the most optimistic 
observers didn’t dare predict. But in our relief 
over the war’s quick end and the troops’ return 
home, we should not forget that all wars, however 
brief, have a terrible cost. 

More than 100 years ago, Confederate General 
Robert E. Lee, a keen observer of human nature, 
noted “It is well that war is so terrible, or we 
should grow too fond of it,” while surveying the 
carnage of battle at Fredericksburg. In our video 
age of instant news, Lee’s words are more relevant 
than ever. We thrill to the technology of 
destruction, the smart-bombs, the cruise missiles, 
the sleek and screaming aircraft. Generals talk in 
doublespeak, of “attriting” the enemy, “collateral 
damage,” “assets,” and “interdiction.” 


But we on the home front see only brief 
glimpses of what these terms really mean. We 
didn’t see the bodies of tens of thousands of dead 
Iraqis, many of whom no doubt wanted this war 
no more than we did, littering the sands of Kuwait 
and Iraq. We didn’t see the thousands of Kuwaitis 
brutally tortured and murdered at the hands of 
Saddam’s henchmen. And we didn’t see the bodies 


of our own dead—more than 100 of them— 
delivered back home to Dover Air Force Base. 


Over the past few months, we on the Alumnews 
staff have formed a special bond with many of 
our military alumni and their families through our 
“Desert Storm Tigers” section. We have gotten 
a number of letters from soldiers, sailors, and 
airmen like those on page three of this issue 
describing their feelings about their role in the 
war and their thanks for hearing from Auburn 
people back home. And happily—incredibly—all 
the “Desert Storm Tigers” listed in this issue will 
be coming home to the welcoming arms of their 
friends and loved ones. 

But two alumni whose names we did not have 
will not. Air Force Captain Dale T. Cormier ’82 
of Crystal Lake, Ill., was killed Feb. 16, when his 
F-16 Falcon fighter crashed while returning from 
a combat mission. An Air Force ROTC student 
while at Auburn, Cormier studied aviation 
management. One week later, on Feb. 23, 
Huntsville native Capt. James N. (Trey) Wilbourn, 
Ill, ’84, pilot of a Marine AV-8B Harrier, was listed 
as missing when his fighter was shot down while 
supporting Marine ground forces. His body was 
found shortly after hostilities ended. He, too, 
studied aviation management while a Navy ROTC 
student at Auburn. 

By all accounts, both were doing a job they 
loved and fighting for a cause they believed in. 
But that won’t bring them back. So, as we continue 
to celebrate our nation’s victory and the safe return 
of our troops in the coming months, let’s also 
pause to remember those who won't be coming 
home to flag-waving crowds, brass bands, and 
tearful reunions. Remembering well the cost of 
this war—however unexpectedly small—might 
just help us prevent the next one. 


Another Job Well Done—Speaking of jobs well 
done, many thanks to all of you who took the 
time to write, pray for, or just think about the 
alumni listed in our Desert Storm Tigers section. 
We continue to get letters from alumni servicemen 
telling of the many messages they received from 
Auburn people across the country—most of whom 
they didn’t even know. 

We have also continued to receive addresses 
of alumni still serving in the Persian Gulf area, 
so we decided to continue running our Desert 
Storm Tigers section at least through this issue. 
So there’s still time to write. The outpouring of 
affection and concern from all of you who have 
taken the time to write so far is greatly appreciated 
by all the Desert Storm Tigers as well as all of 
us here at the Alumnews. It’s the kind of thing 
the Auburn spirit is all about. 


Auburn’s Loss—Auburn University lost one of its 
greatest friends March 13 when Pam Sheffield ’65 
of Ozark lost a long, gallant battle with cancer. 
A former member of the Alumni Board and 
president of the Dale County Auburn Club, Pam 
was always available when her alma mater called. 
She will be sorely missed by all who were fortunate 
enough to have known her.

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Designing Duo 
Finds Success in 
Book Publishing

hey say you can't judge a book 

by its cover. Unless, of course, 

part of your job is designing 
book covers. 

For Bob and Faith Nance, both 1957 
graduates of Auburn’s graphic arts 
program, being judged by their covers 
comes with the ‘territory, Bob is art 
director for Oxmoor House, the book 
division of Southern Progress, and has 
designed more than 1,000 books and 
received more than 40 national and local 
design production awards. Faith is a 
freelance designer for Southern Living 
books as well as a designer and founder 
of WaterMark, Inc., which specializes in 
children’s books and textbooks. 

They have succeeded in the notor 
iously competitive publishing world. 
One might expect to see the hardened 
edges of seasoned veterans; but this 
particular Thursday afternoon, when 
they have traveled from Birmingham to 
Pebble Hill, home of AU’s Center for the 
Arts and Humanities, to lecture, one sees 
the proverbial couple next door. No 
brash, up-town “polish. No literary 
snobbishness. 

Prior to the lecture Bob nurses a 
serious head cold while he and Faith 
discuss with History Department Head 
Gordon Bond the particulars of an 
upcoming book on the History Depart- 
ment, which celebrates its 100th birthday 
this year. The conversation flows easily 
from the sweetness of the tea they're 
sipping to page dimensions, type styles, 
costs, and, of course—something eve- 
ryone in the room has in common— 
Auburn life in general. 

As the meeting comes to an informal 
close, Bob pushes various colored pills 
around, trying to decide which cold 
medicine to take. A green one chosen, 
he asks Faith, “Should I take two?” Faith 
will drive back, but Bob plays it safe with 
one. 

When the Nances talk about their 
design beginnings, one realizes Bob 
hasn't always played it safe. When Bob 
and Faith were entering the “real” world 
at the end of 1957, they had more than 
job hunting to worry about. They 
graduated, married, and had a baby all 
the same year. “When we graduated we 
didn’t know what we'd end up doing,” 
Bob said. “I started out leaning toward 
advertising design and interviewed with 
different agencies. But Dan Eadie °33 of 
Benson Printing in Nashville looked at 
my work and said I really had more of 
a book publishing portfolio.” 


Bob sought the advice of one of his 
former Auburn professors, Maltby Sykes, 
who is now professor emeritus of art. 
Sykes told him, “If you, with a wife and 
baby, can afford to go into book

publishing, do it. It'll be the best 
experience you can get.” 

The Nances moved to Nashville, 
where Bob worked seven years with the 
Methodist Publishing House. By the time 
he left, he was assistant production 
manager and chief designer. Faith’s first 
freelance job was to illustrate a book one 
of her former fashion professors had 
written. She also illustrated children’s 
stories with Methodist Publishing. 

Bob considers design work in the 
book publishing world as more stable 
than design work on the commercial 
side, such as with advertising firms. “On 
the commercial side, you can make four 
times the money as the publishing side,” 
he said. “But the publishing world 
doesn't lay off people at the same rate. 

“The best thing about working on 
books is the satisfaction you get. I can 
walk in a bookstore now and see a design 
I did 25 years ago.” 

In 1964 the Nances moved from 
Tennessee to Louisiana, where Bob 
became director of design and produc- 
tion with the LSU Press. He was ready 
for a change. “For years I had wanted 
to be in university press publishing. I 
was interested in literary works—poetry, 
novels, etc. 

“LSU was the first university press to 
publish fiction. We did a lot of good 
stuff, like Madison Jones’ [AU writer-in- 
residence emeritus] first novel and Joyce 
Carol Oates’ poetry. University presses 
seldom make much money; but, if they 
can have a few commercial successes, 
it pays for the other endeavors.” 

While Bob ‘enjoyed the LSU Press, 
Opportunity elsewhere came knocking, 
or in his case, calling. In 1969 he was 
contacted by the University of South 
Carolina Press about a job opening. The 
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title was the same—director of design 
and production. But this new job would 
allow him to expand his experience. 
“USC had a smaller press than LSU,” Bob 
said. “I had the chance to be involved 
in more aspects of book publishing, 
more duties.” He responded to the 
challenge by accepting the job, remain- 
ing at USC until 1976 when he came 
home to Alabama. 

Again, the title was the same, but it 
was for a new-on-the-scene book pub- 
lisher, Oxmoor House. “Oxmoor was 
associated with the tradition of Southern 
Living, which had published things like 
good old Progressive Farmer, which 1 
had grown up reading. Everyone had at 
that time become familiar with Oxmoor 
House because of the huge success of 
their Jericho book, an art book by James 
Dickey which ended up selling about 
200,000 copies. 

“Besides,” Bob continued, “my par- 
ents, who were getting on in years, lived 
in Oneonta. I naturally wanted to be 
close to them.” 

After two years, however, Bob was 
forced to make another career move. 
Oxmoor House started cutting back on 
its staff as it searched for a “new 
direction.” The cut staff were offered jobs 
on the various Southern Living maga- 
zines. But Bob chose to stay with his 
passion—book publishing—and, in 
1978, started Design for Publishing with 
Faith, 

The company specialized in book 
design and production services, espe- 
cially for university presses, including 
the University of Alabama, Harvard, the 
University of Georgia, and Southern 
Illinois. The Nances also did work for 
Bob’s then former employer. “I did more 
for Oxmoor House when I worked with 


Design for Publishing than when I was 
first with Oxmoor,” Bob said. “By then, 
they had cranked back up, and we were} 
able to do a lot of freelance design for| 
them.” 

Obviously, the relationship between 
Bob and Oxmoor remained solid, as Bob 
returned in 1984 to become Oxmoor’s| 
art director. Bob left Design for Publish- 
ing in his wife’s care. The company is 
still in existence but Faith does most of 
her design work under either her name 
or WaterMark. 

Faith began WaterMark, Inc., in 1987. 
She and co-owner Amy Gary, former 
sales manager for Oxmoor House, 
received a good bit of recognition with 
their first book publication. Brer Rabbit 
and His Tricks, a collection of three 
updated stories from the Uncle Remus 
tales, sold out quickly its first printing 
of 2,500 copies. The book, which was 
adapted from dialect to rhyming verse 
by University of South Carolina professor 
Ennis Rees, was quickly followed by a 
second, More of Brer Rabbit's Tricks. For 
both volumes, WaterMark obtained the 
rights to use the original artwork by 
illustrator, designer, and cult figure 
Edward Gorey, 

WaterMark continued in following 
projects to reprint timeless children’s 
literature which had become unavaila 
ble. Now the company works with a wide 
variety of publications, including 
textbooks. 

Faith and Bob both believe it’s an 
advantage to be in the same business. 
“That way,” said Faith, “when we come 
home, we can talk and understand each 
other's business problems.” 


One offers suggestions when the other 
reaches a roadblock on a project. “Bob 
is much better at taking criticism than 
I am,” Faith admits. “We have definite 
styles. Bob is more formal with typo- 
graphy; I prefer his less structured work.” 

At Oxmoor House, Bob spends much 
of his time performing administrative 
duties, such as approving invoices. “I 
solve problems and make suggestions. 
We publish about 25 books per year. 
Every one of them is developed in- 
house, working closely with the editor.” 


Bob also sees a number of art grad- 
uates or soon-to-be graduates in search 
of jobs. Four of the six people on his 
staff are AU graduates: Earl Freedle '58 
and Cindy Smith Cooper '78, both senior 
designers, and Melinda Ponder Goode 
'87 and Melissa Jones Clark ’86, staff 
artists. 


Bob and Faith think Auburn’s art 
department does a good job in preparing 
graduates for the real world. Faith called 
her experience in school “fantastic,” and 
Bob said that “Auburn is the place in 
the South to find quality art graduates.” 

One of the reasons Bob chose Auburn 
for his studies was the impression of AU’s 
faculty listing. “My high school advisor,” 
he said, “told me to check the faculty's 
background. And, if they all came from 
the same school, not to go there. 
Auburn's faculty had come from all over 
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the country.” Another reason for coming 
to Auburn was Bob had lived there 
before while his father took some special 
studies at AU. 

While Bob emphasizes the need for 
quality undergraduate preparation, he 
also recognizes that “there are just not 
enough art jobs to go around. Most 
graduates end up freelancing.” 

Bob expects to retire from Oxmoor 
in five years, but he will be far from idle. 
He plans to continue his freelance work 
with university presses, and Faith will 
continue her many projects. Faith also 
points out that Bob would like to try 
his hand at writing, but Bob is non- 
committal. 

Their trips to Auburn will continue, 
as Bob is on the Liberal Arts Advisory 
Council and their son, Bob Nance ’90,

works in computing at Auburn with the 
Digital Repair Department. Their other 
children include Jennifer, an AU class 
of ’90 graduate in Chattanooga; Robin, 
who attended Auburn and is a designer 
and illustrator in Birmingham; and 
Richard, a typesetter in Birmingham. 


Bob actively supports Auburn and 
recognizes its needs. The Art Department 
could use funds to upgrade computers, 
he said, although it is ahead of most 
schools. “Auburn was one of the first 
to get MacIntosh computers, but you 
can’t stand still. 


“A designer has to be aware of the 
changing technology. You can’t say, ‘I’ve 
done all this before’ and sit back, 
because tomorrow it will all be done 
a different way.” 


AU Student Among 
USA Today’s Top 
Fifty Nationwide

udy Davie has completed a series 

of lofty goals as a microbiology 

major at Auburn—straight-A stu- 

dent, $10,000 scholarship winner, and 
national academic team member. 

And now she’s aiming for a Nobel 
Prize. 

Davie, named by USA TODAY as one 
of the top 20 undergraduate students in 
the nation, says she would “love to win 
the Nobel Prize by age 40,” but she 
realizes breakthrough discoveries usu- 
ally garner the award. “If nothing else, 
I do expect to make many contributions 
to the scientific world,” says the Auburn 
junior. “In molecular genetics and 
genetic engineering tremendous advan- 
ces in human welfare are possible.” 

Davie’s mentor in Auburn’s scientific 
community was her advisor, the late 
William Mason, who nominated her for 
the USA TODAY's All-USA Academic 
Team. Mason died of a heart attack 
before the team was announced, but 
Davie said Mason “was the first thing 
I thought about when I won. He really 
wanted it for me.” 

Although Mason and other Auburn 
professors have influenced her academic 
pursuits, Davie nearly bypassed Auburn. 
“Originally, I had planned to enter 
Cornell University on a full academic 
scholarship,” says Davie, 21. “But to 
amuse my grandfather, who graduated 
from Auburn, I stopped by the campus 
for a visit.” 

Her grandfather, Fred Primo *48 of 
Gainesville, Fla., was encouraging but 


Davie said she switched to Auburn of 
her own accord. “I was amazed by the 
atmosphere—how friendly the people 
were and how open the administration 
was,” she said. “I didn’t find these things 
at other schools.” 

As an AU Alumni Academic Scholar, 
Davie set high standards for herself. With 
a 4.0 grade point average, she is a 
member of several honoraries and works 
as a volunteer with underprivileged 
children and at a safehouse for battered 
women. She is also active in the Student 
Government Association, the Panhel- 
lenic Council, and Alpha Xi Delta social 
sorority. This year Davie was also the 
first Auburn student to win the Barry 
Goldwater Scholarship and Excellence 
in Education Award, a $10,000 renewable 
scholarship awarded to one student in 
the nation each year. In her spare time, 
the Woodbridge, Va., native balances 
lighter pursuits such as playing the bass 
in Auburn’s Symphony Orchestra. 

Yet Davie must make sacrifices to 
achieve success. With only two to four 
hours of sleep each night, she says, “I'll 
admit that I'm not always alert, but if 
I didn’t do it all, I'd lose out.” 

An only child, Davie traces her talents 
to her parents. Her father is the Com- 
merce Department's official photo- 
grapher, while her mother is a certified 
public accountant and an MBA graduate. 
“Tm mostly like my mother,” says Davie. 
“In fact, we sort of compete.” Davie, who 
intends to enter a doctoral program in 
1992, has already received conditional 
offers from Harvard University, the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology, 
and Princeton University. 

While Davie appreciates her new 
fame, she maintains that her achieve- 
ments are based solely on self- 
motivation. “I keep a busy schedule, but 
it’s worth it,” she says. “The only person 
I try to satisfy in life is myself.”

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Economist Advises 
Privatization of 
U.S. Postal Service

he U.S. Postal Service, which 

has saddled consumers with 

poor service and rising rates, 
should be sold and required to compete 
with other private delivery companies, 
an Auburn economist says. 

But assistant professor Mark Thornton 
concedes that reforming the Postal 
Service will be difficult because of the 
powerful union that represents its nearly 
1 million employees. “Competition 
drives people to work hard to improve 
service,” he says. “When you get more 
than one company doing that, then the 
price starts to come down and the service 
improves. That’s what I think we can 
eventually have in the United States if 
we get rid of that monopoly.” 


things like TVs, computers, and other 
things going up in service and down in 
price,” he said. 

A study by the federal Postal Commis- 
sion shows that post office productivity 
has declined 14 percent since 1971. 
Thornton says productivity—even in 
government—usually rises by at least 1 
percent annually. “A decline in produc- 
tivity is something that economists only 
seem to find in places like Eastern Bloc 
or communist countries,” he said. 

Thornton also notes that postal 
workers on an average take home about 
$43,000 a year in salary and benefits, 
while enjoying 45 paid days off. “Bas- 
ically, they're getting paid double what 
their private sector counterparts are 
making,” he says, adding that “it’s 
practically a guaranteed job. The number 
of people who get fired from the post 
office is incredibly low. This is symp- 
tomatic of an overgrown government 
monopoly which is attached to one of 
the most successful unions there is,” 

But Thornton says fewer people are 
using the post office, opting instead for

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Thornton, who is editor of the Aus- 
trian Economics Newsletter, says first- 
class postage rates have jumped 867 
percent—more than double the rate of 
inflation—since 1958. The latest round 
of increases on Feb. 3 pushed the cost 
of a first-class stamp from 25 cents to 
29 cents, a 16 percent hike. 

At the same time, Thornton says the 
Postal Service is delivering the mail more 
slowly and destroying more mail, while 
its productivity has steadily declined. 
“People are starting to get a little 
frustrated with the post office in that 
prices are going up and services are 
going down. At the same time, they see 
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private delivery services, facsimile 
machines, computer modems, and even 
the telephone. “This is one of the 
problems,” he said. “Were getting 
around it (post office) so fast that if we 
don’t do something about the post office 
now, in 20 years we're going to have 
to throw a million people onto welfare 
because the post office will become 
totally obsolete.” 

Private delivery services, such as 
United Parcel Service and Federal 
Express, are already “nipping around the 
edges of the Postal Service,” Thornton 
says. “The post office now delivers less 
than 10 percent of fourth-class parcels. 


UPS has virtually taken over that market, 
mainly because they get their fourth- 
class parcels to their destinations as 
quick as the post office delivers first-class 
mail,” he said. “Very few packages are 
lost or damaged (by UPS). The post 
office loses or damages parcels at a rate 
10 times higher than UPS.” 

Short of selling the post office or 
dismantling it, Thornton says there are 
several steps that could be taken to hold 
the line on rates and improve service. 
First, he says the Postal Service monopoly 
on first-class delivery should be abol- 
ished. And Thornton says people should 
be given ownership and control of their 
mailboxes to allow delivery by private 
mail companies and courier services. 

Thornton also says many services, 
such as the shipping and sorting of mail 
and rural delivery, could be turned over 
to private contractors, 

And he says people who live in remote 
or inaccessible areas should be charged 
more for their delivery. “Why should I 
be subsidizing some guy who likes to 
live out in the middle of nowhere?” he 
says. “There’s no economic logic to that.” 

Reforms or competition for the Postal 
Service could benefit consumers, he 
says, by prompting such improvements 
as drive-up window service, peel-off 
stamps, high-tech vending machines, 
and more convenient pickup service. 

“Once it (debate over Postal Service) 
becomes a political battle, the public will 
side on the side of competition and 
against the bureaucratic monopoly,” says 
Thornton. “The animosity towards the 
post office is going to build. It’s a 
situation that’s going to need some 
solution at some point.” 


AU Historian Gives 
Advice for Digging 
Up Family Trees

lues to tracing one’s family 

history can be found in old 

love letters, the family Bible, 
and even cancelled checks, according to 
an Auburn historian. 

The first step in uncovering a family 
tree is to “look, see what you have and 
then start again,” says Leah Rawls Atkins 
‘58, director of AU’s Center for the Arts 
and Humanities. “Start with your imme 
diate family and work backwards or 
begin with the past and come forward. 
It doesn’t matter as long as you start 
writing,” says Atkins, who conducts 
workshops several times a year on 
writing family histories. 

The outline of the family history can 
be organized in any fashion, she said, 
but “you must look objectively at your 
own family” while gathering informa- 
tion. The largest volume of information 
is usually found in family documents and 
government records. Atkins suggests 
looking through family records includ- 
ing diaries, report cards, bride’s books, 
and scrapbooks. 

In addition, older family Bibles often 
reveal dates of births and deaths, since 
“in the 19th century, the oldest child in 


the family usually kept the Bible andi 
recorded these dates.” Notes in the Bible| 
margins and on inside sheets may also 
provide clues to family events. 

Atkins stresses the importance o! 
finding dates “to hang things on,” which 
can be found in telegrams, newspape 
clippings, and journals. A wealth o 
information is often found in business 
papers, such as tax records and cancelled} 
checks. “It’s amazing how much histo: 
can be found in a package of cancelled| 
checks from 1929,” she says. 

Deeds, wills, and abstracts also make| 
detective work easier. “Abstracts are ve: 
important,” said Atkins. “They make you 
work easier, since all the history of a 
piece of property is done for you.” 

Government records, ranging from 
city to federal levels, also provide| 
concrete facts and information. At the 
city level, insurance maps such as the 
Sanborn maps are “invaluable,” says} 
Atkins. “The Sanborn maps detail what 
structures were located on particula 
pieces of property. They were drawn in| 
case of fire and note whether the house 
or store was built of brick or wood. Ci 
directories are available for large cities, 
such as Mobile and Montgomery. These| 
directories are valuable in determinin 
where people lived or where businesses 
were located.” 

Although the population census is 
often used, Atkins suggests that the 
agricultural, social, manufacturing, slave 
and business censuses also be consulted, 
Atkins advises searching for information| 
at four Alabama libraries with strong 
genealogical collections. They are the 
state Department of Archives and History 
in Montgomery, Birmingham Public 
Library, Samford University Library, and 
Mobile Public Library: 

The works of two Alabama natives 
Pauline Jones Gandrud and Madge Hanc 
Barefield, are also important resource: 
to genealogists. “Don’t try to reinven 
the wheel,” Atkins cautions. “Gandruc 
retyped many county records, marriage 
licenses, and death certificates. Checl 
her compilations first, and then if you 
don’t find the information you need, g¢ 
to the county records.” 

In addition to libraries and archives 
genealogists rely on records kept bi 
churches, cemeteries, and newspape 
offices. But a fascinating family histor 
needs more than facts, Atkins says. Ora 
histories provided by older famil 
members can provide key information 
but they must be used carefully. “It i 
important to check people's memory 
whenever possible,” says Atkins. 

She also suggests taking unlabele 
photographs when interviewing olde 
relatives, so they can identify other famil 
members. “Above all, you need t 
uncover the family anecdotes and humo 
that make histories live and breathe,” shi 
says. 

Families need to preserve their histor 
and pass the values of the family to th 
next generation, Atkins says. “What yor 
produce is of value even if it is neve 
published, for later generations wi 
appreciate the history and historians ma 
find it a valuable document.” Famil 
histories are not always finished by th 
original author, Atkins added, but “th 
remembrances and first-person account 
may be completed by a later generation.

Rosen Retiring to 
Face Challenge of 
U.S. Olympic Team

T its sports emissaries don’t often 
do favors for Auburn. 

In 1955, however, John Foster, then 
swim coach at Alabama, told a young 
man in graduate school at the University 
of Iowa about a teaching position at 
Auburn. Thanks to that occurrence, Mel 
Rosen joined the faculty at Auburn as 
an assistant professor in the physical 
education department and launched a 
career as one of the most successful track 
and field coaches in NCAA history. Now, 
36 years later, he will soon retire as the 
Tigers’ Head Track and Field Coach in 
order to serve as head coach for the 1992 
U.S. Olympic Track and Field team. 

ANew York native, Rosen first encoun- 
tered Auburn in 1953 while serving in 
the Army. “When I was in the service, 
I came down to Fort Benning,” he 
explains. “I was coaching a pole vaulter 
over there and we were looking for a 
good place to train. We came to Auburn 
to see the set-up and I met Head Track 
and Field Coach Wilbur Hutsell. I really 
liked the weather here, and I thought 
about staying and getting a position at 
Auburn. When I got out of the service, 
however, Coach Hutsell said there was 
no job open.”

The lack of a job on the Plain sent 
Rosen back to his alma mater, the 
University of Iowa, to begin work on a 
master’s degree. He had completed his 
master’s and was working on a doctorate 
when Foster called from Alabama with 
news of the job at Auburn. “John Foster 
asked me if I was looking for a job,” 
Rosen recalls. “He said there was an 
opening at Auburn to teach gymnastics. 
I called about the opening and was 
invited down for a visit. When I got here, 
I was offered a job teaching physical 
education and coaching gymnastics. I 
accepted and bought a book on gym- 
nastics so I could learn enough to coach 
ite 

Rosen’s work in gymnastics didn’t last 
long. Due to his background in track and 
field, Hutsell soon offered him a job as 
an assistant with the Tiger track and field 
teams. Rosen accepted and started out 
at a salary of $60 a month for working 
in the area of sports he most enjoyed. 

“Tve always liked individual sports 
more than team sports,” he says, explain- 
ing his fondness for track and field. “In 
team sports everyone has to contribute 
or you may not be successful. In 
individual sports, you never have to 
worty about what other people are 
doing. I also like the fact that you can 
always see improvement. Even though 
you may not win, if you jump higher 
or throw farther, you know you're getting 
better.”

Rosen’s enjoyment of his new position 
was enhanced by his relationship with 
his boss. He enjoyed working with 
Hutsell, the first and only other head 
track and field coach at Auburn and the 
man for whom the Tigers’ track and field 
facilities are named. “Coach Hutsell was 
easy to work with. He was very organized 
and was a good, technical coach. We got 
along really well, and I could always 
bounce ideas off him and ask him 
questions. When he passed away, I really 
missed him. We could really talk things 
out.” 

In 1963, Hutsell retired as head coach 
and Rosen stepped into the job. “I always 
tell people that Hutsell and I kind of 
swapped jobs,” Rosen says. “Hutsell 
worked with a few events that he really 
liked and I coached all the rest. I started 
doing the paper work and making the 
decisions.” 3 

Rosen has obviously made a lot of 
correct decisions during his career at 
Auburn on the way to compiling an 
impressive list of accomplishments. 
During the 1980s, he coached more 
sprinters and hurdlers to Olympic and 
World Championship teams than any 


other NCAA coach. He has served as head 
coach for many Olympians, including 
gold medalists Harvey Glance °79 and 
Willie Smith '79, and has coached 63 SEC 
Outdoor and 63 SEC Indoor champions. 
He has been selected three times as 
NCAA and SEC Coach of the Year. And 
he is the only Auburn coach ever elected 
to serve as head coach for any Olympic 
team. 

Of these accomplishments and 
honors, his being selected as an Olympic 
coach rates at the top, but Rosen says 
his greatest highlight is a little closer to 
home. “For me, the biggest accomplish- 
ment of my career may have been 
winning a conference championship 
back in 1977. We had been chasing 
Tennessee, and they were dominant in 
the conference, maybe in the NCAA itself. 
We were always finishing second. 

“I never thought we had a chance to 
beat them, but we had a super team and 
managed to win the Indoor conference 
title in 1977. As many individuals that 
I've coached who have made the 
Olympic team or won the NCAA, the 
greatest success of coaching is to have 
an all-around team. It says that maybe 
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the coach knows enough about all the 
events to coach well.” 

Coaching is something Rosen does 
well enough to be nominated to the 
Interaction Competition Committee 
(ICC) as a candidate for the Olympic 
track and field head coach position. His 
success as a coach at the college level, 
serving as an assistant coach for past 
Olympic teams, and working with World 
Championship teams, helped Rosen 
meet the 22 qualifications required of 
nominees for the position. Of the 200 
coaches nominated for the position, the 
ICC narrowed the-choices down to five 
and voted on Rosen to serve as head 
coach. 

“It was nice to find out I had the 
position,” Rosen says. “It made me feel 
like all I have done in track and field 
has been appreciated.” 

The position will involve responsibil- 
ities very different from those Rosen 
faces at Auburn. “The biggest differ- 
ence,” he explains, “is that I won't 
actually be doing a lot of coaching. It 
would be kind of silly for me to try to 
tell these accomplished athletes, ‘You 
have to start doing something this way.’ 
I'll coach the relay team, but most of 
the other athletes will be coached by 
their own individual coaches. Mostly, I'll 
take care of details and make sure the 
athletes have a place to practice and take 
care of the travel and meal arrangements. 
Basically, I'll serve as a facilitator.” 

Leading up to the Olympics, Rosen’s 
time will be consumed by traveling and 
seeing to his new duties. It is for these 
reasons that he chose to retire from 
Auburn when he accepted the Olympic 
position. “Tve always thought it was 
important for a head coach to be on 
campus all the time,” he says. “That’s 
the main reason I’m retiring. I feel that 
with my Olympic duties, I may have to 
be on the road much of the time and 
that wouldn’t be fair to the people I'm 
coaching.” s 

In between the time that he leaves 
Auburn and the work for the Olympics 
begins, Rosen hopes to “work with fifth- 
year Auburn track students who have 
used up their eligibility but still want 
to train for the Olympic try-outs.” At 
those Olympic trials, he expects to see 
at least 16 Auburn athletes in the track 


and field events. He hopes several of 


those will join him at the 1992 Summer 
Olympics in Barcelona, Spain. 

After the Olympics, Rosen plans to 
continue his involvement with track and 
field. “I would like to stay involved with 
The Athletic Congress (TAC), where I 
currently serve as chairman of Men’s 
Track and Field.-1 would also like to do 
some clinics. I might even try to do some 
clinics overseas. After about five years, 
I might call it a track career.” 

When those five years are up though, 
Rosen will still be found in the Loveliest 
Village on the Plain. “Everybody asks me 
the same thing,” he says. “‘Are you 
leaving Auburn? No, I tell them. I will 
never leave Auburn as far as I know. This 
is home.” 


Former Tiger Ware 
Walks the Aisle 
To His Diploma

As an Auburn running back from 1985 
to 1988, Reggie Ware was best known 
for getting the job done on third-down- 
and-short carries and was designated as 
the Tigers’ “short-yardage specialist.” 

Now, Ware considers himself more of 
a specialist in reality. 

“When I played football at Auburn, I 
was a kid with priority problems,” he 
says. “I made the mistake of believing 
football was more important than getting 
an education. College, to me then, was 
just where I had to hang out until I went 
pro.” 

Ware, 25, found out the hard way that 
professional football isn’t all fame and 
fortune, describing his NFL career as “a 
roller coaster ride.” The Huntsville native 
was drafted by the Los Angeles Raiders 
in 1988. He left the Raiders to join the 
Denver Broncos, who then surprised 
him by cutting him from their roster. 

“I knew pro football wasn’t a stable 
job, but it was ridiculous,” Ware says. 
“I liked the money and meeting athletes 
I had grown up admiring, but I found 
out pro football is a business. Once you 
reach the professional level, football is

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no longer a game. That took all the fun 
out of it for me. It sure put my feet back 
on the ground. 

“After I left Denver, I started consid- 
ering my options, and I decided not to 
try out for any other pro teams but to 
come back to Auburn and get an 
education instead. But just as I was 
getting settled into school, the Kansas 
City Chiefs came calling,” Ware said. “I 
told my agent I wasn’t interested unless 
they (the Chiefs) guaranteed a contract. 
They did, so once again I put my 
education aside. I was only there for five 
days.” 

Ware returned to Auburn and vowed 
that if he ever played pro football again 
it would be after he got his college 
degree. “It wasn’t long before the World 
League of American Football started 
calling, but I stuck to my guns and turned 
them down,” he says. “I was serious 
about my commitment to graduate.” 

Ware, who graduated from Butler High 
School in 1984, doubts he will rejoin 
professional football, despite his poten- 
tial in the NFL and in the newly-created 
WALAF. “I don’t know if I'd ever put myself 
and my family through it again,” he says. 

Ware is attracted to a career in sales 
and is interested in distribution and 
transportation. His major is family and 
child development, and he has spent his 
final quarter as an intern at the Youth 
Development Center in Opelika, where 
he counsels troubled youth. “I like kids 
and I find it rewarding to help them,”

he says. “I'll always make room in my 
life to be a volunteer with organizations 
that help young people, such as Big 
Brothers and Boys Clubs. Being around 
troubled kids has helped me understand 
the problems our society is facing, and 
it motivates me to try to find ways I can 
make a difference.

“I hope young athletes can learn from 
my experiences. I want them to know 
that football can be great, but eventually 
the ride will come to an end. Everybody 
isn’t going to make it in the pros, but 
tomorrow is still going to come.” 


Changes Afoot for 
Tigers this Spring 


Change is the main order of business 
for Coach Pat Dye’s Tigers this month 
as they begin preparations for the 1991 
season during spring drills. Practice, 
which began April 6, concludes with the 
annual A-Day Game April 27 at 3 p.m. 
in Jordan-Hare Stadium. 

Thanks to new NCAA rules limiting 
spring practice to only 15 sessions over 


a three-week period and only 10 sessions 
in pads, time is of the essence in 
introducing the offense to the schemes 
of new offensive coordinator Tommy 
Bowden. 

Running back is expected to be the 
most hotly contested position this 
spring, thanks to the graduation of Stacey 
Danley at tailback and James Joseph at 
fullback. Returnees ’Lectron Williams 
and Alex Smith lead the contenders for 
Danley’s spot, while veterans Tony 
Richardson, Reid McMilion, and Teapot 
Brown should battle for the fullback slot. 
A talented group of redshirt and true 
freshmen will also be competing for 
both positions next fall. : 

Changes are afoot for Coach Wayne 
Hall’s defense as well, as the Tigers 
abandon their traditional 5-2 defensive 
alignment for a 4-3 set. The defensive 
change comes after the the Tigers 
uncharacteristically allowed too many 
big plays and lacked a strong pass rush 
last season. 

Under the new alignment, there will 
be two down linemen, two outside 
rushers, and three linebackers, giving the 
defense an extra pass rusher on the line 
as compared to the old 5-2 setup. The 
extra linebacker required will mean that 
Hall and the other defensive coaches will 
be looking to juggle some players. 
Auburn’s leading tackler from a year ago, 
linebacker James Willis, will miss spring 
drills while recovering from knee 
surgery for an injury suffered last fall. 

Last, but certainly not least, the kicking 
game is a priority item this spring. 
Placekicker Jim Von Wyl returns, but the 
Tigers’ punting game, which was among 
the worst in the nation last season, is 
scheduled for a lot of work. Ten walk- 
ons will be battling to catch the coaches’ 
eyes during spring drills, and highly- 
sought punter Matt Hawkins, a freshman 
signee, will join the competition this fall.
